For the retail
industries that typically display holiday seasonal movements, the not
seasonally adjusted holiday layoff in February 2015 was slightly smaller
than the average February layoff for the prior 5 years. This follows a
holiday buildup (October through December, 2014) that was weaker than
the same period in 2013 but larger than the prior 5-year average buildup.
